The Way Illinois and Wisconsin Cune t 


. Get Their Nicknames. 


"If there bad loen no badgers i 


Wisconsin," said a native of that state 
"Wisconsin would not be known as th 
Badper State, and yet it did not receJv 
tho namo been n so badgers were there 
There were very few •white people i 
Wisconsin territory in its early days 
tbo population being confined to th 
military posts, the missionary and trad 
jug stations, and the lead mining re 
gioiis iu tlio southwestern part of th 


i territory. 
Tho miners were ol tw 


j classes, men who worked the mines a! 
tho year round and men who came tr 
from tho Illinois country iu the spriui 
and worked until tho fall, when they 
returned to their prairies and groves 
Tho minors who were permanent dwell 


~* | trs in tho region didu't bother to put up 
T> | cabins or even huts. In fact, materia 


; for such dwellings was not abundant 
Thoy simply clng holes in the sides o: 
tho hills largo enough to gh>e them 
room to sleep and cook in. Nowadays 


i those burrows would perhaps be oallec 
! dugouts, but ns they closely resemblec 


i:45p.m ! the subterranean homes of the badgers 


j they were promptly called badger holes,

called badgers. 


"Any ono who cares to tramp through 


that part of Wisconsin today will come 
upon deep excavations in the rocks— 
regular quarry holes bearing every evi 
deuce of having been made long ago. 
And so they were. 
Some of them were 


excavated 00 ye'ars ago and more. They 
were tho work ol thn lead miners who 
went up from Illinois in the spring to the 
ruining region. Thoy, being there only

rivos every Thursday at 4:15 i: a. nnd close ; blasted the surface rock, making large 


pits by their work, seeking what was 
called tho float lead ami ore that was 
easily obtained near the top. They oc- 
cupied the pits they made, as tho other 
miners did their billsidu burrows. 


"Owing to the similarity of the mi 


grations of these quarry miners to those 
of that familiar fish which goes up 
stream in tho spring and clowii again in 
tho fall, they sooti became known as 
suckers, and their pits in tho rocks were 
called Hiicker holes. In the course of 
years tho names badger a-jd sucker came 
to b« applied to the entire peoplo of 
Wisconsin and Illinois. Many of the 
original badgers and suckers became the 
leading citizens of their respective lo- 
calities and helped make tho country's 
history. When Wisconsin was admitted 
to the Onion, tho badger was placed on 
her coat of arms in recognition of this 
fact, and it was from tho miners who 
quarried in tho rocks of Wisconsin that 
Illinois got her name of the Sucker 
State."—New York Sun.

The Supreme Court granted a 


hearing in the ineome tux cases. A 
fall court consists of nine justices. 
When the former hearing of the case 
was had only eight were on the bench. 
Though a majority of the court decided 
that the clauses of the act taxing in- 
comes from rents, real estate and State, 
county and municipal bonds was un- 
constitutional, the court was equally 
divided in opinion as to the constitu- 
tionality of the whole act; four holding 
it to b« constitutional and four dissent- 
ing. A* tho lower court had decided 
the Act constitutional tho decision of j 
that court was sustained though thero 
was not a majority in favor of affirming 
its judgment. 


Now the court has granted a rehear- 


ing to Hydo and Pollock, the appellants. 
Justice Jackson, who was ill at the tims 
of the former hearing, id uow on the 
bench and thero is a full court 
i'un 


court decided to permit counsel to go 
into all questions involved. The argu- 
ment was limited to two lawyers on 
each side, but those were permitted to 
occupy as much tune as they desired, 
and it was agreed by counsel that ilvo 
hours each would bo sulllcieut. 


Unless the opinions of some of the 


justices, who voted on tho case befcuv, 
are changed by the new arguments 
presented,

pend upon the vote of Justice Jackson. 
The court stood six to two in decl<irmr;

The Supreme Court of the United 


State", howevei, has heretofore chuugwl 
its opinion on the constitutionality of 
an Act. \Vlien the court consisted of 
soven justices, a majority decidocl the 
Greenback Act unconstitutional :>.tid 
Chief Justice Chase delivered tho 
opinion of the court. Then tho court 
was reorganized 
by ii'orea'iug the 


number of justices to nine. Two of iliu 
old justices who voted with tho Chief 
Justice were retired, und foui new ones 
appointed. A rehearing was granted 
and the Act authorizing the issuance 
of greenbacks and making them a legal 
teudei was sustained. 


It is further contended that no valid 
claim was ever presented to Leland 
Stanford or to his widow since hie 
death. This.it is alleged, vitiates any 
claim the United States might have 
had against the Stanford estate. 


This suit will determine the question 


whether the Government has a lien en 
the property of the directors of the 
Central Pacific railroad company for 
money advanced by the Government 
to the company. It is alleged that 
while the Central Praciflo railroad 
company cannot pay its indebtedness 
to the Government the directors of the 
load are millionaires many times over 
and the Government means to see 
what it can do toward getting the mill- 
ionaires to liquidate a part of the 
debt.

MAILS. 


Reports from Washington state that 


in a few months there will bo only one 
mail a week from the United States to 
Europe. 
An Act was passed by the 


Fifty-first 
Congress authorizing u 


contract with an American line of 
steamships to cuiry the mails torso 
much per mile. The maximum sub- 
sidy provided by the Act was $4 per 
mile. The contract with the American 
line provided for one trip a week aud 
for four steamers. This contract will 
go into effect October 12th next, at 
which time the company will have its 
four steamers ready and thirteen trips 
a year to Europe and return exhausts 
the powers of a steamship. 


The Act granting the subsidy fixed 


the maximum rate at $4 per mile and 
as there are two kinds of miles, marine 
and statute, it makes a great difference 
\\Inch was intended. The marine mile 
is the longer and the subsidy would 
make the total for a trip i.bout $1^,000 
or $636,000 for the lifty-two weekly 
trips, but on tho basis of statute miles 
the subsidy would be about *16,000 a 
trip or $832,000 for the year. 


As the contract is binding tho com- 


pany can collect its $832,000 if only a 
letter a week is carried, and if the Post- 
office Department sends mail by other 
steamers the Government will have to 
pay ext'-a for it, so it is probable that 
after October 12th mail communication 
with Europe will be reduced to once a 
week. At present five mails per week 
go to Europe, the mailing days being 
Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thurs- 
day and Saturday. Mr. Heed's Con 
gress in 1801 thought this might be im 
proved upon by subsidizing a steam- 
ship line and having H weekly mail. 
The Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
was also subsidized for the purpose of 
reducing transportation rates between 
Atlantic and Pacific ports, but as was 
subsequently shown the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company was subsidized by 
the transcontinental roads to keep 
transportation rates up. The subsidy 
paid by the Government to keep rates 
down was $600,000 a year, and the 
amount paid by the transcontinental 
roads to keep tho rates up was $1,200,- 
000, so betwoen the two the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company fared pretty well.

any such assertions by the partisan 
press, as above quoted, with consider- 
able allowance. The danger is that 
tho candidate and party will stand on 
bimetallism with both feet and stamp 
the life out of it. The last Democratic 
platform was all that tbe bimetallist 
could desire, but Mr. Cleveland took 
hie stand on it aud he has been stand- 
ing on it ever since. He has had 300 
poundii of weight on it, and the poor 
thing has been crushed to 
death. 


Thero is an everlasting talk in favor of 
bimetallism by people who when asked 
to do something practical in the way 
of remonetizing silver, say that we 
must first devise n plan for making 
both metals equal m value, and when 
asked for a plan say that we must get 
the nations of the world to agree upon 
a ratio. As great Britian will uot 
make an agreement as long as nhe run 
help it, of course all such professed 
friendship for silver is rot. What wo 
need aud want is the coinage of silver 
at the old ratio, believing that it 
trill drive the world to adopt it. But 
will the politicians honestly consent 
to favor this only present, practical 
plan of putting silver into the position 
in which it belongs ? Doubtful.
